SINGULAR PEOPLE. 


A recent writer on Morocco gives ths 


following description of a atreet aoena 
in Tetuan: 
"Looking along th« nar- 
row streets, the buildings jostle one 
another and the flat blank walls slope 
backward out of the upright, at every 
turn a haphazard 
color-scheme 
In 


white and mauve and chocolate, in blue 
and ochre and cream. 
Here a long 
dark tunnel opens Into sunlight and 
slops on each side, with great vines 
trailed on trellis work—like a pergola 
—overhead, and sunlight In blotches 
on the cobbled paving below; there, 
just beyond, the slipper quarter, and 
we find ourselves In the thick of the 
tap-tap of the mallet on the hard- 
hammered leather—dozens of busy lit- 
tle shops on each side, lined with yel- 
low matting and hung from top to 
floor with rows of lemon-yellow slip- 
pers for the men. rose-red slippers for 
women, embroidered slippers for the 
wealthy, crimson slippers for slaves, 
slippers with heel-pieces and slippers 
without. In each shop a man and boys 
are at work; the white turbans and 
dark faces bending over the leather, 
the colored Jellabs which they wear, 
the busy hard-whitewood mallets In 
the deft brown hands, even the waxed 
thread, the red jelly which glues the 
soles together, the gimlets, the sharp 
scissors, have a passing fascination 
for the wandering Moor himself, who 
sits down lazily in front and talks to 
the workers. Leather bags, are being 
sewn next door and ornamented with 
work In colored leather 
and 
silks. 
Within hearing of the 'tap-tap' lies the 
skinyard and the skins are scraped 
and tanned and dyed and turned into 
slippers, all in .the same square acre 
or two, whence they depart, many of 
them for Egypt to supply the Cairo 
bazaars." 


All the princes of the royal house 


of Reuss, one of the principalities of 
the German empire, are named Henry 
and the two branches of the house to- 
day have at their head Henry XXII 
and Henry XIV. 
Henry XXII, 
the 


reigning prince of the elder branch, is 
the son of Henry XX, whom he suc- 
ceeded more than forty years ago, and 
one of his own sons is Henry XXIV. 
Henry XIV, the head of the younger 
branch. Is the son of Henry LXVTI, and 
has a son himself who Is Henry XXVII. 
Only the fathers and sons themselves, 
one may suppose, know exactly who Is 
who in the house of Reuss, but there 
is at least one rule which makes for 
simplicity. The Henrys can never go 
beyond the hundred. For 900 years the 
heads of the house have been called 
Henry, but It was settled, In a family 
council In 1701, that when Henry C 
was reached the figures should begin 
again and it has been found convenient 
to name the flrst prince In every cen- 
tury Henry I,

TUSKEGEE'E ~WORK. 


Nearly three years ago three of our 
graduates went to J frlca under the 
leadership of one of '-ur teachers, Mr. 
J. N. Galloway, to 
ntroduce cotton 
raising among tha n itives under the 
auspices of the German Government. 
At the end of the secc nd year the Ger- 
man officials were so ileased that ths^y 
employed three other jtudents. At fie 
end of the fourth ; ear tha experi- 
ment was successful t y the extent that 
a hundred bales of coi ton-were shipped 
from tlhe colony of Togo, Africa to 
Berlin. 
Only a few months ago tha

The Haytlan Go ,'ernment faas re- 
cently arranged to 6' nd a number of 
young men here mainly with a view 
of their being trained In farming. Be- 
sides, we have stude its present from 
the West Indies, Af-ica and several 
South American cour tries.—Booker T.

cook steak for a beefsteak dinner, but a 
famous specialist in that line »ay« that th* 
steak mun I... cut from mtat bung Joit «>• 
proper length of time, and should be from 
four to six Lichee thick. This iteak la flnt 
covered with a cofltlngof white pepper, then 
one of salt, and then it is broiled over a »toT» 
suitable for the purpose, placed not six leet 
away from the company. When 1C bar beem 
broiled It Is sliced Into veritable •liven, 
skewered on the end c,t a knife, and accom- 
panied with a three-cornered piece pf toaat. 
Is held temptingly just out of reach of th« 
guests, who- scramble merrily lor the vteak. 


It doesn't sound dignified, nor it it. Wh'« 


would think of preserving dignity at a beef- 
steak dinner? It would be like weeping at 
a circus. 
Dignity anc a beefsteak dinner 


would be a xac! combination. ConierraUim 
cannot exist on a roof top with champagne 
boxes In front of it end the entire atmos- 
phere permeated with bohcmianism. 


If you are not spry you are likely to go 


hungry. The beefsteak it piping hot when 
you get It, nnd you most exercise a bit of 
ingenuity In eating It.
